the town. A carriage with postillions 
and an escort of cavalry awaited hinu 
At dawn the prince departed.

MORGAN RESOLUTION IS ADOPTED. 


After Several Hours of Earnest and 
Elo- 


quent Debate Hue Teat Vote on the 
Halo Motion to Kcfer Was Taken In 
the Senate and Shortly After the Die 
Was Gait. 
Washington, May 21.—The long and 


exciting debate on the joint resolution 
recognizing the existence of a state of 
•war in Cuba and declaring that strict 
neutrality shall be maintained by the 
United States passed the senate by the 
decisive vote of 41 to 14 at a late hour. 


The announcement of the vote was 


received with tumultuous 
applause, 


which drew from Senator Hawley an 
emphatic protest against "mob demon- 
stration." The resolution as passed is 
as follows: 


"Resolved, That a condition of pub- 


lic war exists between the government 
of Spain and the government 
pro- 


claimed and for some time maintained 
by force of arms by the people of Cuba, 
and that the United States of America 
shall maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending parties, accord- 
Ing to each all the rights of belliger- 
ents in the ports and territory of the 
United States." 


Vote Analyzed. 


An analysis of the vote shows, that 


the affirmative was cast by 18 Repub- 
licans, 19 Democrats and 4 Populists 
'and the negative by 12 Republicans 
and 2 Democrats. 


Prior to the final vote the motion of 


.Senator Hale to refer the resolution to 
the committee on foreign relations was 
.tabled—yeas, 24; nays, 14. 


Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana proposed a 


•substitute providing that the president 
extend the good offices of the United 
States to Spain toward securing an end 
to the conflict and the ultimate Inde- 
pendence of the island. This, too, was 
.tabled—yeas, 35; nays, 15. Then fol- 
lowed the adoption of the original res- 
olution. 


The voting occurred after an exeitr 


ing debate participated in by Senators 
Thurston 
(Neb.), Elkins 
(W. Va.), 


White (Gala.), Fairbanks (Ind.), Hale 
(Me.), Spooner (Wis.) and Gorman 
(Md.). 


Mr. Thurston, who presided over the 


Republican national convention at St. 
Louis, recalled the stirring scene when 
that convention enthusiastically in- 
serted a Cuba plank in the 
platform, 


and declared that this resolution was 
in partial fulfillment of that pledge. 


Messrs. Elkins and White urged a 


conservative course, and an inquiry by 
a committee. 


Then came the first vote—that on 


the Hale motion to refer. It was a test 
of strength, and the defeat of the mo- 
tion assured the passage of the resolu- 
tion. 


Mr. Fairbanks tried to stem the tide 


by offering a compromise proposition, 
somewhat on the lines of the Cuban 
' plank adopted at St. Louis, but it met 
the same fate.as the Hale motion. 


Hulo's Finnl Protest. 


This brought Mr. Hale forward for a 


final protest. He spoke with intense 
earnestness and feeling, and with a 
trace of bitterness in his words. 


• He declared that the 
elements op- 


posed to the administration—-Demo- 
crats and Populists—had furnished tho 
bulk of the vote in favor of the resolu- 
tion and that the foreign policy of the 
administration was thus to be dictated 
by its opponents. 


He expressed tho fear, also that the 


resolution would result in war with 
Spain. 


MX. Spooner 
added 
his 
protest 


against the tying of the hands of the 
administration. 
Mr. Gorman closed 


the debate, resenting the suggestion 
that party lines were drawn on tho 
resolution and asserting that, the ad- 
ministration should have dispatched a 
war vessel to Cuba to protect our offi- 
cials on the island. 


The final vote was then taken and 


the senate adjourned until next Mon- 
day. 


Thurston'a Eloquent Speech. 


Mr. Thurston spoke of the 
bloody 


contest which had raged 
during the 


last two years. There was ample in- 
formation as to its extent from Ameri- 
can correspondents who had written 
their dispatches on the field of battle, 
from the reports which filled the rec- 
ords of the senate and in the archives 
of the state- department. 


Every 
man in the 
United 
States 


ought to be ready for acting on the ! 
question at this time, and if any sena- j 
tor was not sufficiently informed Mr. | 
Thurston commended him to the con- 
sideration of his constituents. 


The senator referred to the St. Louis 


convention over which he presided and 
pictured 
the scene 
when "with 
a 


mighty shout that seemed to lift the 
roof above our heads" the Cuban reso- 
lution was passed by the convention. 


That declaration could not be faith- 


fully carried out unless we first recog- 
nize the Cubans as belligerents and 
thereby lay the foundation for the full 
execution of that declaration.. 


it was whispered, Mr. Thurston said, 


that this resolution rame from Demo- 
cratic sources and that this Republican 
administration should direct the policy 
on this great subject. 


"I am a party rnp.n of the ultra type." 


proceeded Mr. Thurston, "but over and 
above my duty to my party, is that to 
my country, to 'lunianity and to Gf>d, 
and I would be unworthy of my party 
if I shaped my cc:nve on this resolu- 
tion through party considerations. 


"Peace in Cuba, 


tor; "if there is peace in Cuba it is the 
peace of devastated fields . Peace in 
Cuba! If there is peace in Cuba it is 
the p^ace of desolated homes.

"If peace ever comes to Cuba," he j 


added, "it will come under the Cuban j 
flag, when that last remnant of des- j 
potic authority is turned back to for- 
eign shores." 


The senator spoke at some length on 


the points of international law in- 
volved and closed as follows: 


"These things the United States of 


America can constitutionally and law- 
fully do. Let us do them now. Let us 
dispatch the mightiest battleship of the 
United States to Cuba. Let us station 
her in the harbor of Havana. There 
her frowning guns may disturb the 
spirit of tyranny by night and by day; 
her shining stars may cheer the hearts 
of those who are struggling to he 
free." 


The gallery broke Into applause at 


the closing reference to a battleship, 
but 
the 
presiding 
officer 
quickly 


checked the demonstration. 


Elkins Is Fearful of 
War. 


Mr. Blkins of West Virginia fdllowed 


in a speech urging 
that the senate 


should not act precipitately, but should 
await the inquiries now being made 
by the officials of the government. He 
insisted that there was nothing before 
the senate to warrant action at this 
time. 


There was no Cuban government to 


recognize, he asserted. What was the 
postofflce address of. its president, if 
the recognition was to be sent to him, 
asked Mr. Elkins. It would have to be 
delivered by General Miles with the 
army behind him, asserted the senator. 
He derided the statements of Mr. Ma- 
son that Cuban babies were taxed at 
birth and Cuban brides taxed at the 
altar. 


"What becomes of the grown peo' 


pie?" he asked sarcastically. 


"Very few of them grow up," an- 


swered Mr. Mason amid laughter. 
• Mr. Elkius went on to say that the 
possibilities of war were being treated 
very lightly. He added: 
"Spain can 


declare war and not fire a gun and it 
will cost this nation ?500,000,000."
